THREE WRECKED BANKS.

A careful canvass of the sit- 
uation revealed that the Chicago Na- 
tional Bank had deposits to the amount 
of $16,000,000, and the Home Savings 
Bank had savings deposits to the ex-

THE LIABILITIES. 


The liabilities of the two banks and 


of the Equitable Trust Company wero 
roughly estimated at $26,000,000. The 
assets of the three Institutions made 
up about $20,000,000 of the amount atfd 
the directors and officials of the Chica- 
go National Bank came to the front 


clearing house banks having pledged 
themselves to this result, thus putting 
all the resources of the Chicago banks 
behind the depositors of these three 
Institutions.

IN DENVER. 


In 1869 Mr. Fillmore went to Den- 


ver and was Instrumental In • pushing 
much of the railroad work which -at 
that time sent Denver and the State 
of Colorado ahead with such , rapid 
strides. From there Mr. Fillmore went 
to Wyoming and became division su- 
perintendent at Laramie on the Union 
Pacific Railroad.. He was later super- 
intendent of the Union Pacific from 
Cheyenne to Ogden, when his name, 
was interwoven with the names of D. 
C. Dodge, Sidney Newton and the late 
Senators Fair and Leland 'Stanford In 
many tig enterprises. In Marc|>, 1884,' 
Mr. Fillmore accepted the management 
of the Southern Pa'clflc Coast Railroad, 
under the Fa^lr regime, and-made that 
road one of the best paying systems 
in the West ,and was Instrumental In 
Improving the ferry service between 
San Francisco, Oakland and Alameda, 


RETIRED IN 1896. 


• In 1896, after twelve years' active 
service, he was compelled on account 
of* 111 health ana advancing years to re- 
tire, much to the regret of the Southern 
Pacific employes,•: with whom, he was 
most popular, and who regarded him 
more as a friend than an employer, and 
he had at the same time the faculty 
of getting more conscientious attention 
to duty from his subordlnates_than any 
other man on -the Yoad. During the 
last few years of his life-Mr. Fillmora 
has been residing at Laramle,, Wyom- 
ing-, looking after his large cattle In- 
terests In'that State. About a year 
ago he returned to California In search 
of a less rigorous climate. 


Mr. Fillmore came-of an old railroad 


family, and his nephew, the.late J.-JJV 
Fillmore,; was-manager;of .the ^Pacific 
Coast Railroad between Port Harford 
and San Luis pblspo. He mas born

MANY SALOONS. 


"Even so; but the people of Oakland 


do not want 264 saloons; and ithey do 
not want those saloons provided with 
Bide and back entrances for.women. 
Into one of those side ^entrances there 
was seen to go within six hours of one 
day, In the day time, twenty women, 
most of whom came out later more or 
less intoxicated—a scene that 
could 


scarcely be witnessed in the-tenderloin 
of-San Francisco, but it occurred In 
the-.resldence district of Oakland.

Merchants' Exchange, appeared before 
the Board o£ Supervisors this morn- 
Ing In support of a petition prepared 
by them as a committee from their 
organization, requesting the Board to 
take such legal steps as may.be nec- 
essary to prevent the Spring Valley 
Water Company from taking any more 
water from Alameda county for use in 
San Francisco. 


In discussing the communication Mr. 


Walker said that several school dis- 
tricts In this county had been depopu- 
lated and abandoned because of.the 
loas of the water and that some action 
must be taken to prevent further en- 
croachment. He said that 40 per cent 
ol the water used in San Francisco 
comes from Alameda county, despite 
the fact; that J. S. Emery, who then 
represented the Blue Lakes Co., had 
been given an opinion by the then City 
A ttornoy of Sari Francisco to the ef- 
fect that it was unlawful for the city 
of San Francisco to go off the- penin- 
sula to get its water. He said that 
was'when the Spring Valley Company 
had no holding outside of San Fran- 
cisco and it was proposed by the city 
to bring water from the Blue Lakes, 
but that now the company Is acting 
contrary to the opinion rendered In its 
favor years ago. 
He said, also, that 


the Merchants' Exchange contemplat- 
ed the employment of special counsel 
to assist the county in the litigation. 


Mr. Rowe asked what the Spring 


Valley Company's holdings In Alameda 
county amounted to. 


Mr. 
Gier replied that they owned 


about 43,000 acres, which were assess- 
ed for $4,100,000, but that they have 
been drawing Interest on' three times 
that amount in an Francisco. 


Supervisor Rowe said that if this 


land owned by tfte Spring Valley Wat- 
_r Company were settled upon by resi- 
dents, the county would receive three 
times the amount of taxes It yields 
now, besides 'the products of the land. 


A communication to the District At- 


torney anent ttfe same matter was also 
presented. After some' discussion 
the 


petition was referred to the Commit- 
tee o£ the Whole In conjunction with 
the District Attorney.

LEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 


"The report directs that your official 


atentlon be called to the existence of 
this Injury with the request that you take 
legal proceedings therein on behalf of the 
county as will limit or prevent such with- 
drawal of waters. The Merchants' Ex- 
change is considering the advisability at 
employing counsel to 
co-operate 
with 


you -In the undertaking, and will other- 
wise render you such assistance as It 
may be able. We also transmit to you 
a copy of a communication ~made by our 
committee to the Honorable Board of Su- 
pervisors of Alameda county, requesting 
the board to provide funds to defray the 
cost of such litigation. 


"Upon the advice of counsel the com- 


mittee expresses the belief that the ac- 
tion asked both oflyourself and the Hon- 
orable Board of Supervisors Is such as 
can be legally granted, and asserts ,lts 
belief that there Is no more necessary 
performance at the present possible from 
the standpoint of the interests of this 
county, and of the welfare and pros- 
perity of its people.

the matter- of the Spring Valley Water county 
Company transporting the waters of Ala- 
meda county beyond the borders thereof 
for consumption, do on behalf pf the 
said 'Merchants' Exchange present here- 
with a report thereupon, which it has 
heretofore adopted. The presentation is 
made in accordance with a direction con- 
tained In said report that the matters 
and things therein set .-forth be referred 
to your honorable body and to the Dis- 
trict Attorney of Alameda county. 


MAKING A DESERT. 


'The report shows that the Spring 


Valley Water Company, through extract- 
Ing the watsrs contained In lands, has 
affected a tract In Alameda, county 100 
square miles In area, and Is rapidly pass- 
Ing the londs therein to desert. 
That 


the water table in said lands has dropped 
from thirty to forty feet below the sur- 
face and that many wella in the region 
are dry. 
That In this district orchards 


and vegetables, formerly raised without 
Irrigation, cannot now be so raised, and 
that water must be pumped from, great 
depths at large expense, and in some 
parts cannot be procured at all. That in 
the Niles cone, it is estimated ten per 
cent of the trees wlll.be found dead In 
the spring. 
That'; because- of these en- 


croachments two school 'districts have 
lapsed, and two more are about to lapse, 
and that In one locality alone more than 
100 families have been forced to vacate. 
The report also shows that the Spring 
Valley 'Water Company Is now taking 
16,000,000 gallons of water daily from 
this region, or nearly half the total sup- 
ply of San Francisco, and Is preparing 
to take many more millions of dally gal- 
lons frqm the same source. 


IS CONSERVATIVE. 


- "The report is very conservative. An 
Instance and. illustration of the charac- 
ter and methods of operations of the 
Spring Valley Water Company;)in .Ala- 
meda countyls the great pit now being 
built near Centervllle. 
This excavation 


was commenced. In .1901 and has been 
steadily continued. ",It is 350 feet long 
by from 150 to 200 feet wide. It, Is 
situated in the center of a. 100-acre field 
whose boundaries are defined by a board 
feifbe, reinforced at the top -and sides 
by barbad wire.1 


"Surrounding the pit is a great bank of 


gravel about fifteen feet high, taken from 
the excavation 
The enclosure Is most 


carefully guarded against intrusion by 
workmen' who are strictly non-communi- 
cative as to the purposes of the^xca- 
vation. The pit is in the, lowland* Bv» 
or- ilz mile» from tt« My, and mil 


fifty feet above Its tides. It Is about at 
the junction of Alameda creek and the 
Sanjon de los Alison—an offshoot of Ala- 
meda creek making to the bay. 


"In these lands gravel waters once 
almost reached the surface; yet this pit 
la now from 50 to 75 feet in depth, and 
water has not yet been reached. Ths 
pit will tap .the lowest stratum of the 
gravels, and thfcrein -the drain-pipes or 
pumps will be placed. Then it will oc- 
cur that the contiguous wells, which are 
now in water, will lose their yields. Peo- 
ple in the vicinity of these operations are 
now hauling water for domestic consump- 
tion, their wells having gone dry. 
"The report Hied herewith recites that 
from one class of lands alone, owned by 
the 
Spring 
Valley 
Water 
Company, 


$2,000,000 annually of'products of the soil 
Is kept out of existence, and that the 
capitalization of this sum at 5 per cent 
Is $40,000,000, which may be taken as 
the minimum injury done this count}- by 
the Spring 
Valley 
Water 
Company. 
Again 
the report Is conservative; 
It 
cannot be doubted that the lessened pro- 
duction upon lands of citizens of 
this 
county, produced by these causes, equals 
the value of the production kept totally 
out of existence from lands owned by 
the Spring Valley Water Company, and 
the more reasonable assumption is that 
the annual loss to this county is $4,000,- 
000 instead of $2,000,000, the capitalization 
of which at the above ratoo. wovld be the 
enormous sum of $80.000,000. 


"IS UNREASONABLE." 
"In the presence of a blight so vast 
and so far reaching which, it is the dt,- 
clared purpose of those who have caused 
it. shall be enormously extended through 
the extraction and transportation of large 
additional volumes of water, it Is unrea- 
sonable to look to the landowners in the 
vicinity to shoulder the litigation neces- 
sary to stop this corporation from these 
practices. 
The landowners, 
dependent 
as they are upon the yield of the soil 
for their sustenance, have for the most 
part become too Impoverished to even 
contribute to the cost of such litigation 
as may be required to strike away the 
grasp of the Spring Valley upon the pros- 
perity of the county. 
j 


"While the district over which, the evil 
ranges1 is far reaching1, yet the sites of 
the Spring Valley's Installations are at 
widiely separate places. The landowners 
immediately contiguous to the pumps, tht- 
dams or the galleries, would be the ones 
who, 
if the contest were left to such 
persons, would be called upon to take up 
the fight against this great corporation. 
Suits to be effective must deal with lands 
at different places, each piece subject 
to the conditions which peculiarly en- 
viron it, and having to do, probably, with 
a specific feature or part of the general 
Spring Valley works. 
Such being the 
case the attack would be enfeebled by 
necessary division. The company would 
be assailed by 
numerous 
contestants 
whose individual Interests would be such 
that they could not coalesce, and the 
company would beat them In detail. 
SOME EXAMPLES. 


"Does your honorable body conttm- 
piate what It means to fight the Spring 
Valley Water Company In the courts 
with the whole population of San Fran- 
cisco behind It to pay its costs and law- 
yers' fees? 
Look at the case of Clough 
vs. Spring Valley in the courts of this 
ccunty for four years past, the record 
of which stands unon the floor nearly 
as high as a man's headu 
This case 
could never have been fought by plain- 
tiff. Clough, were it not for the fact 
that she is the holder of a minority of 
stock in a company of which the Spring 
Valley Is owner of a majority, and the 
cost of the plaintiff has by some tech- 
nicality of 'law been saddled upon the 
Spring Valley Itself, who is the defend- 
ant. Observe also the rate-fixing cases 
of the Spring Valley Water Company 
against San Francisco now in court dally 
f T nearly a year past, and1, cornslder ' If 
Alameda county can expect 
the 
fight 
against the corporation to be taken up 
and posecuted by the Impoverished land- 
owners whose substance the Spring Val- 
ley has depleted. 


"But aside from these considerations 
the county has interests in these lands 
and- in this "proposed contest which the 
owners of these lands do not hav«. Ex- 
perience In legal battles with the Spring 
Valley Company shows that when an in- 
dividual arises against It who is sufflic- 
lently forceful to cause its inconvenience, 
it will compromise with that person and 
get him out of the way. 
If the future 
may be Judged by the past the Spring 
Valley stands ready to buy 
off those 
landowners 
who 
may 
lead In suits 
against it, and those persons have onlv 
a monetary Interest In such litigation: 
if they could sell out for their price they 
would go away. 


DUAL INTERESTS. 


"But the county has a different and 
a dual interest in the subject matter. 
From the standpoint of increase of its 
taxable basis It is interested in seeing 
those lands used, and producing their 
full meet, and they unquestionably would 
be used If they were In condition to b& 
used.' "Further than this the county is 
interested in the general prosperity of 
Its population, in the existence of large 
quantities of commodities, wealth, com- 
fort and happiness of the people.

Claus Widdell, an Inmate of the city Jail,

Widdell was suspected 


of Insanity and the injuries received by 
him were reported to have been tre re- 
sult of brutal treatment while confined 
in the city jail 


The State Board of Charities and Cor- 


rections, 
after an investigation, was 


unable to determine just how or by whom 
the man's \vounds had been Inflicted, 
but recommended that prisoners suspect- 
ed of insanity be cared for at the deten- 
tion hospital Instead of at the jail. 


THE COMPLAINT. 


The communication was as follows: 
"State of California Board of Char- 
ities and Corrections, San 
Francisco, 
Cal, Dec. 13 '05. 


"To the Board of Supervisors 
On 


September last there appeared in the 
dally papers a report that one Claus 
Widdall. being detained at the city jail 
as a suspected insane man, had been 
beaten and cruelly treated, supposedly 
while an inmate of the city Jail of Oak- 
land. 


"This Board, as is ita duty, made a 


careful Inquiry into the facts in the case. 
Evidence has been taken of the physi- 
cians and other attendants of the Stock- 
ton State Hospital, and of every police 
officer in Oakland who had anything to 
do with the man from the time he was 
picked up by the patrolman until he_ar- 
rlved at the hospital, In all twelve wit- 
nesses. 


BADLY BRUISED. 


"This evidence shows that said Claus 


Wlddell arrived at the Stockton State 
Hospital on Juno 29 In a badly bruised 
condition; that he was picked up by a 


patrolman about 4 o'clock on June 24 and 
taken to the city Jail In Oakland and kept 
there until Tuesday afternoon, June 27, 
when he was removed to the receiving 
hospital, where he remained until re- 
moved to the State Hospital, that while 
in. ths city jail he was violent and fre- 
quent scuffles were had with him, by the 
Jailer and prisoners, especially to ad- 
minister medicines prescribed 
by 
the 


City Physician, that In transferring him 
to the detention hospital he attempted to 
get away from the officers and another 
struggle with him was necessary to hold 
him, 
that said Wlddell was so held In the 


city Jail because he was suspected -of be- 
ing insane and that about two weeks 
previous he had been arested and held in 
the same Ja31 for a time for the same 
reason, but released, that said Wlddell 
was returned home from said State Hos- 
pital on November 14. 


CANNOT GET FACTS. 


"This Board was unable to ascertain 


where the patient received his Injuries. 
No one having the handling of said pa- 
tient seemed to know that ho had been 
Injured until after his arrival at the 
Stockton State Hospital. 
Such Injuries 


may have been received In the struggles 
necessary to restrain the patient or may 
have ben received previous to his ar- 
rest. 


"We believe that no person suspected 
of insanity should be detained In a city 
Jail 
There are no facilities there for 
the care of such persons, and the very 
act of confining them with prisoners 
may increase the trouble 
The county 
has a detention hospital and such cases 
should at once be sent to It 
We are in- 
formed that the detention hospital re- 
fuses to receive cases until someone has 
made the affidavit of Insanity. We be- 
lieve this Is wrong; that the patient 
should receive the benefit of the doubt 
and that whenever Insanity is suspected 
the patient should go at onoo to the He- 
celving Hospital, there to await the de- 
\elopment of the case 
Such Is aiso the 
plain Intent of the law (see section 2167, 
Political Code)

PECTED OF HOLDING UP 


W. H. JONES. 


Despite ths fact that W. H Jones, the 


towerman of the Webster street bridge 
positively Identifies John Mitchell as one 
of two men who held "him up and^robbec 
him at the corner of Fifth and Pine 
streets last'Saturday night while he was 
on his way home, the police believe he 
Is mistaken and, Mitchell and his com 
panion, John Hedlgan, who are under ar- 
rest, will be released. 


The two prisoner*, were arrested two

Yesterday afternoon Jones called at 


the City Prison and - In the most em- 
phatlo manner, Identified Mitchell as one 
of the men who held him up. He was 
not certain about Hedlgan, stating that 
the other man engaged In the robbery 
was of a heavier build. 
\According- to Jones, her quit work at 12 
o'clock and started for home. When he 
arrived at the corner of Fifth and Mar- 
ket streets, he saw two men whom he 
assumed to be railroad men and ap- 
proached them with the 
intention of 


. passing the hour of the morning. 
He 


suspected nothing and when one man 
passed behind him he paid no attention 
to the fact. He was grasped suddenly 
about the neck and borne backward.

THE LARGEST HOSPITAL. 


Ward's Island, Where BOOO Poor Victims 


of Insanity Are Conpregated and 


Scientifically Treated. 


NSW YORK, Nov. 24, 1905.—I shall 


offer my friends at the press no apology 
for furnishing another candidate for the 
waste basket devoted to Insanity and the 
care of the Insane. It may be admitted, 
I think, that the hospitals for the care 
of the Insane In California rank higher 
than any other form of State institu- 
tional life. 
There is brought to bear on 


their behalf a greater degree of «clentlfic 
knowledge and a more expert treatment 
of persona confided to their charge than 
13 the case with any other form of State 
institution not devoted to education. And 
yet there is room for improvement, even 
in California, and especially is there need 
for tho California public becoming more 
adequately informed regarding the caus- 
es, care and treatment of the Insane. 
There Is no other calamity like unto in- 
sanity and there are perhaps few other 
forms of disease more certainly prevent- 
able. 
Most persons have 
their 
own 


brains, as certalnnly their own bodies, 
within-their own keeping. 


LARGEST IN THE WORLD. 


The hospital at Ward's Island, New 


York, is the largest in the world. On the 
day of my visit there were 5400 patients, 
in round numbers, in that one hospital, 
whose business It is to take care of, in 
part only, of those who go Insane in 
Greater New York. 
This is almost as 


many as there were on the same date in 
the five hospitals of CaUtprnia. I pre- 
sume that there were 500 persona em- 
ployed in taking care of the Ward's 
Island patients. 
I can not describe Ward's Island Hos- 


pital In full. 
The Island Is over against 


Hell Gate and contains about 320 acres, 
all devoted to hospital purposes. It Is 
a busy place and surpassingly Interest- 
Ing. 


ARRESTING ACUTE INSANITY. 


What attracted my 
attention 
more 


than anything else was the splendid pro- 
vision made for the care of acute cases, 
that is, for the care of those who have 
recently become Insane. 
In California 


hospitals, as I recall them, the ex^raordl- 
hary efforts are made on behalf of con- 
valescent cases, and I think that this la 
the rule in such institutions generally, 
but not so at Ward's Island. 
There 


every energy Is bent toward' making the 
new arrival comfortable, well and happy. 
The best furnished wards, the best par- 
lors, bedrooms, and most Inviting sur- 
roundings are provided for those seem- 
ingly as mad as March hares. 


It was too cold when I was at Ward's 


Island for flowering plants out of doors, 
"BO the acute wards were bountifully sup- 
plied with potted plants and cut flowers 
from the conservatories. 
There (were 


handsome pictures .-on the walls and the 
tables were supplied 
with 
the 
most 


tempting foods. The patients were al- 
lowed to eat all that ,they could digest. 
In short, "Ward's Island makes Its su- 
preme effort at the threshold of insanity 
and with the result that forty per cent 
of the Insanity is nipped In the bud, so 
to speak. 
Having spent six or eight 


weeks, if needed. Instead of as may days 
as In most institutions, under the care 
of the whole medical staff and In the 
acute ward, the patient, if his malady 
proves amenable to treatment, Is passed 
on to tho convalescent ward and then 
out to work. 


WORK IS GOOD' MEDICINE. 


Ward's Island Is not much overbur- 


dened with nabobs whose sensibilities 
would be hurt If they were required to 
do physical labor, so the greater share 
o: the inmates work. There was a round 
:000 at work on the day of my visit. 
Thirty per cent of the male patients 
committed are skilled 
mechanics 
and 


they work nearly as well insane as sane. 
Others are taught new trades which they 
ply when they have regained their rea- 
sons. Eighty per cent of the women and 


seventy per cent ot the men In hospitals 
are profitably employed. 
It helps them 


on the way to recovery It their maladies 
are curable, ami helps to tako care of 
them if their cases are hopeless. More 
use is made of patient labor at Ward's 
Island (Hospital than at any other hos- 
pital I have ever visited, and with profit 
to the Institution as well as to the pa- 
tients. 
Great use is also made of the hydro- 


therapeutic apparatus, such as was re- 
cently installed at Napa Hospital. 
The 


physicians at Ward's hospital would not 
know how to get on without such plants, 
whereas four of tho five hospitals in Cal- 
ifornia do not seem to feel the depriva- 
tion at ail severely. 
At Ward's Island 


they put the disturbed cases 
In 
wet 


packs, steam them, spray them, and lit- 
erally put them to soak sometimes for 
two weeks' at a stretch in water at 98 
to 101 degrees, in many cases with 'ex- 
cellent physical and mental results. 
VALUE 
OF 
PROMPT 
TREATMENT. 


• The best way, "according to the Ward's 
Island philosophy, to prevent overcrowd- 
ing our hospitals for the Insane Is to 
commit fewer persons to the Insane hos- 
pitals. 
It is believed that nearly half 


commonly committed should have been 
cared for outside of hospitals, although 
under the care of expert alienists. Every 
general, hospital should have a psyco- 
pathic ward for the receipt and prompt 
treatment of "mental 
symptoms," 
aa 


ther are called. "Mental symptoms" may 
develop into insanity, but being "out of 
one's head" does not necessarily Imply 
insanity. 
Prompt and skilled treatment 


may restore the mind when the normal 
functions of the body generally are re- 
stored. 
It Is not always the brain, so 


much as the body, that needs curing, but 
the services of one skilled 
in 
mental 


troubles are none the less requisite in 
such cases because of the intimate re- 
lationship between brain and body. 


I had an Idea that Ward's Island Hos- 


pital should be close to a knowledge of 
the fact IE the stress of our fast living Is. 
in fact as well as In newspaper theory, 
filling our hospitals with Insane persons. 
The management there thinks there is 
some ground for this common "belief, but 
It is not alone stress of business, or 
stress of our time, which causes insan- 
ity. 
Stress of sinful living has Its part 


also. 
The man who speculates fiercely 


generally sleeps little, smokes a good 
deal, perhaps drinks to excess, and, not 
infrequently, "goes down the line" where 
the red lights flare. He might have 
speculated on and died of old age had 
that been his only form of "stressing" 
himself, but stress In too great variety 
in too many directions sometimes causes 
very strong timber to snap. 


As self-control affords 
the 
greatest 


hope for the epileptic child, so self-con- 
trol, with moderation . in all things, af- 
fords the best protection for those whose 
family history shows a strain of Insanity. 
If the public knew this thoroughly it 
would have a marked effect in limiting 
the population In our hospitals for the 
insane. 


THE TUBERCULOUS PATIENTS. 


'I found at "Ward's Island an interesting 


experiment in cheaply constructed build- 
Ings, or pavilions, for tuberculous Insane. 
These structures were of 
one 
story, 


about ssventy feet long and twenty wide, 
and were made of wood and glass. They 
were steam heated from a central plant, 
electrically lighted, thoroughly ventilated 
and each held thirty-four beds. The cost 
was about ?75 per patient. 
They are, 


however, a new experiment and have 
not had t obear the test of winter. 


For several years, winter and summer, 


about 200 patients.at Ward's Island have 
been kept In tents, There was in these 
tents no pneumonia for three successive 
years and very little bronchitis, whereas 
the same could not bo said of the larger 
buildings. 


Many more things might be -written 


about the hospital at .Ward's Island, but 
they won't be this time.

Jay Gould on Rate Regulations. 


The Springfield Republican has recalled what the 
late 
Jay 


Gould had to say about rate regulation in his testimony before the 
Senate committee on education and labor in 1883. 
Mr. Gould was 


one of the great railroad builders of the 
country, and his views 


might naturally be expected to be partial to the railroad interests. 
Hence it is somewhat surprising to find him giving 
unqualified 


adhesion to the doctrine of government control and ratelregulation. 
He said. 


"Corporate property is clothed with rights and with public du- 


ties, and those rights are paramount to the rights of the stockholders; 
that is, you are to perform your public obligations to the business 
you are created to perform. When that is done, I judge of it as I 
would any private property because I have faith in the government, 
and faith in the republican institutions under which we live. If 
there were a clamor that the Westen Union was charging unreason- 
able rates, it would be perfectly fair for the government to inquire 
into it, and, if they found them unreasonable, to control them." 


•v 
In 18S7 Congress enacted a National railroad law which in- 


tended to confer upon the Interstate Commerce Commission, then 
created, power to establish reasonable rates. And now, after twen- 
ty-two years, after eighteen years, the railroads and their spokes- 
men pretty generally assert a right to be let alone in charging what 
they please for a monopolistic and necessary public service. Com- 
menting on this the Republican says 
"They are in the wrong, 


obviously and absurdly so. Jay Gould was right. These 
quasi- 


public corporations are clothed with public duties which are para- 
mount to the rights of stockholders and which justify the public 
authority in interfering to secure reasonable charges, and impose 
such other restrictions as the public interest demands." 


The Springfield paper ignores the vital question demanding con- 


sideration. It argues that the power to regulate exists, but fails 
to discuss the wisdom of exercising it in the manner proposed. It 
is contended by many eminent lawyers that Congress has already 
exercised its full constitutional powers in this direction, and that 
the failure of the present law to afford relief from admitted evils 
and abuses is due rather to official negligence and the attitude of 
the courts than to legislative deficiency. They further contend that 
the legislation now demanded contravenes constituional authority 
and would be productive of graver evils than those now existing. 
But, admitting that Congress has the power to legislate as proposed, 
the wisdom of the remedy suggested is still to be demonstrated.

Father of Lights -with who there Is no 
change or shadow of alteration. 
In 
the very beginning of creation we find 
tfiat God looked \ipon the things He 
had made and found them grood and 
blessed them. 'When He created man 
in His own image and likeness He 
blessed man. "When he 
saved 
Noah 


from the deluge He blessed him and 
his children. 
When He chose Abra- 


ham to be the father of the faithful 
He said I will Tbless thee- and I will 
magnify thy name-, and thou Shalt he 
Wessefl and I will bless all that bless 
"thee and in thee shall all the nations 
of tie earth be blessed. 


BENEDICTION. 


"In the New Testament our Lord "be- 


gan His teachings by the Beatitudes 
or Blessings. Blessed the poor, blessed 
are the meek, blessed are the merci- 
ful. 
When the mothers brought their 


little children to Him, He rebuked the 
disciples that -would drive them away, 
and taking them 
in His 
arms, He 


blessed ttiem. The last glimpse we get 
of Him as He ascends from Mount 
Olivet shows Him In the act of bene- 
diction. And it came 'to pass while He 
blessedxthem. He departed from them 
and was carried Into, heaven. 


"Not 
only does God, Himself, bless

The news 
had not reached London in time to affect 
prices of Americans greatly there, al- 
though securities were lower before this 
market opened.

Not 
long ago bankers reported that Walsh 
tried to sell some J5.000.000 or J6,000,000 
of bonds of this company for the purpose 
of extending the Southern Indiana into 
Illinois. His failure to sell the bonds 
was the cause of much comment here 
and at Chicago at the time.

Berkeley Youth Dies as Result of 


Accidental Discharge of Shot 


Gun on the Bay. 


BERKELEY, Deo. 18.—Ernest Johnson, 


a fifteen-year-old boy ot West Berkeley, 
was* shot and almost instantly killed by 
the accidental discharge of his own gun. 
Tones Johnson was on. an excursion on 
tho bay, m -which duck hunting was ex- 
pected to provide rare sport. Hla gun 
iraa discharged as the lad trailed 
It 
after *'", 
while 
atomptlns to 


climb 
from 
a 
tiny 
sailboat to a 


rowboat wtlch the youth had attached 
to the larssr craft. 
The shot 
tore 


through his waist, Inflicting a. ghastly 
wound, so that almost his entire liver 
wag exposed as he dropped to the bottom 
of the boat. 
Blood spurted from the 
gapins hole ana the youth appeared to 
be dead. 
diaries TTsmtsfm, a, comps-nion of the 


•wounded "boy. retained his nerve under 
•Ore trying circumstances, ana as quickly 
as possible brought the craft in which 
the lads -were afloat to shore. Ernest 
Johnson's parents at 333 Bristol street, 
In 'West Berkeley, were notified, and the 
ambulance of the Boosevelt Hospital was 
procured. 
The youth was pronounced 
dead by Dr. Bcnton 
shortly after 1 


o'clock. 
The boys were in the vicinity of Sheep 
Island when the accident occurred. They 
gad planned an afternoon of sport, each 


being armed -with a shuterun and on 
abundance of ammunition. 
They were 


expert at sailing their craft, and were 
accustomed to the use of firearms, de- 
spite tha fact that neither was more 
than 16 years old, 


The dead boy was a son of Andrew 


Johnson, an employe of the Southern Pa- 
ciflo Company, holding a position on the 
ferryboat Oakland. The youth was ,an 
expert musician, a bright schoolboy-and 
highly esteemed by the community in 
which his people resided "for his manly 
ways and excellent habits. 
This Is the second accident In which 
the careless handling of a gun by youth- 
ful duokhunters of West Berkeley has 
resulted disastrously. 
Two weeks ago 


Charles Salisbury trailed bis shotgun af- 
ter him while leaving his rowboat to 
climb up on the -wharf at West Berkeley, 
and he received the contents of the gun- 
barrel in bis right leg, shattering the 
limb so that amputation -was necessary, 
death being narrowly avoided. Salisbury 
is now at Roosevelt Hospital, and stood 
on crutches on the porch of the hospital 
watching the body of Ernest Johnson 
being brought into the place, wiping a 
tear from his eye as he remarked: "Poor 
Ernest. He was a little trlend of mine, 
and a fine lad. Lucky for me that I 
didn't have the same end that ha has 
met. when we both were shot in the

DURING CHRISTMAS WEEK 


Preparations for Great Gathering of Notable Leaders 


in University Town—Outline of Topics

BERKELEY, Dec- 18.—In a recent 


publication of 
the 'Department 
ot 


Zoology. Professor Harry Beal Tor- 
rey describes some peculiarities of the 
plant-like animal corymorpha. One of 
the striking features of 
the Mgher 


plants is that the sterna grow upward, 
the roots downward. As the result ot 
experiments with 
the 
corymorpha. 


Professor Torrey finds that not only 
does it behave in a similar manner, 
but the mechanish 
by 
which 
the 
movements o£ the stem appear to be 
made Is also similar In both cases, 
The direction taken by tie stem is duo 
to a. change in the turgldity of the 
large vacuolated cells which consti- 
tute the major portion of the stem- 
tissue. The cells on the upper side oil 
a stem that is inclined from the ver- 
tical become relatively smaller than 
those on the lower side, under the in- 
fluence ot the force of gravity. There 
are neither muscles nor 
nerves In 
plants. 
There are both muscles and 
nerves In corymorpha, but these do not 
appear to tie affected by gravity. 
The 
position which the stem ot corymorpha 
assumes is rather due to an uncon- 
scious mechanical reaction to an ex- 
ternal stimulus of certain tissue-cells, 
which are not Identical with the mus- 
cles responsible for other movements 
of the body. 
Professor Torrey has also just pub- 
lished a paper on differentiation In hy- 
drold colonies 
and the problem of 
senocense. 
He states as the conclu- 
sion reached by his investigations that 
old age is a phenomenon of differen- 
tiation, depending upon similar causes. 
The hyflrolds are plant-like animals, 
many growing like flowers attached to 
a common stem. Those at the top of 
the stem differ somewhat from those 
at the base. This difference is as- 
cribed to a change in the chemical 
constitution of the colony which takes 
as development proceeds, or, In other 
words, as the colony ages. 
Professor 
Xbrrey's experiments .do not sustain 
the theory that the structure of the 
adult organism is essentially predeter- 
mined In the structure ot the germ.

Edward J. Blanding Also Called— 


Alameda Has Lost Two of Her 


Prominent Citizens. 


ALAMEDA, Dee. IS—In the pan- 


in* of Columbui Bartlett and Edward 
3. Blandlitc, their deaths 
occurring 


w.lthln twelve hours, this city has lost 
two of Iti oldeit and moit highly- es- 
teemed residents, both pioneer resi- 
dents of the State. After a stroke of 
paralysis Mr. Bartlett paued away at 
his home on St Charles street at 7 
p. m. on Saturday. 
Mr. Blandlng1* 
death was due to pneumonia, after a 
serious illness of less than a week, and 
he passed away early yesterday morn- 
ing at his home, 1817 Everett street. 


Columbus Bartlett, a brother of the 
late Governor 
Washington Bartlett, 


was a prominent attorney and early- 
day newspaper man ot this Coast, a 
notable figure in public affairs, and { 
he closed a long and hanorable career 
when his demise occurred at the age 
ot 72 years. 


Deceased 
was born In Columbus, 


Georgia, In 1833. Jn 1852 he came to 
California, locating in San Francisco, 
where a year later he became associ- 
ated 
with his brother, Washington 
Bartlett, in establishing the Evening 
Xews. 
When the Vigilance Commit- 
tee was organized, in 1856, the publi- 
cation 
was 
changed' to a. morning 
Journal, the True Califomian, which 
Mr. Bartlett published In association 
with W. H. Rhodes, who became fam- 
ous as an author under the pen name 
of Caxton. This enterprise was un- 
successful, and Mr. Barlett for a year 
and a half was associated with the 
Bulletin. 
He went to Victoria in 1851, and 
there started the Gazette, the 
first 
newspaper In British Columbia, where 
his fearless policy in exposing malfeas- 
ance in office attracted vide attention. 
This venture was a prosperous one. 
in 1B69 he returned to San Francisco, 
and later secured a position as Deputy 
County Clerk under his brother, serv- 
ing for four years. 


He was admitted to the'bar in-1860, 
and until ill health obliged him to re- 
tire from active endeavors a rear or 
so ago had practiced his profession 
across the bay ever .sine* then. He 
received the Republican nomination 
for Superior Judge in 1811 being de- 
feated, 
with the entire ticket, by * 


small majority. Singularly enough his 
brother was at the same time elected 
Mayor of San Francisco on the Demo- 
cratic ticket Deceased came to this 
city to reside in 1884, and has always 
taken a prominent part in politics and 
the affairs of the city, serving at one 
time as president of the old Alameda 
Improvement Association. When 
his) 
brother Washington was, elected Gov- 
ernor of the State he served for a time 
as his private secretary. In 188* h< 
was appointed by Governor Waterman 
a Regent of the University of Califor- 
nia,Deceased leaves a widow, Mrs. Lou- 
ise M. Bartlett. A daughter is tht 
teacher of cookery in the Alameda 
School Department, while a son, Fran- 
cis Bartlett, Is a well known newspaper 
man of Oakland. Dr. C. Julian Bartlett 
Is a United States Army surgeon, now 
located at Fort Mlley,' Californla. The 
nine surviving children are: Ellen M., 
Louis, C. Julian, Francis H., Louise, 
John M., Columbus Jr., Isabel and Mar- 


garet Barttatt.

county

Declares That Cheap Theaters Injure 


the Youth—Suggestions Hade 


by the Pastor. 


Rev. E. E. Baker, pastor of the First 


Presbyterian Church, last night preached 
the following sermon on "Causes of Crime 
In Oakland":. 


"Oakland has an enviable reputation 


as a city of churches and homes and 
schools. 
She Is exploited In the ad- 


vertising matter of promotion commit- 
tees "as 'The Athens of the Pacific.' • The 
beauty of her situation, the atmosphere 
of culture, the sterling character of her 
citizens are each, and all cited among 
her chief attractions. Newcomers seek- 
ing permanent location are earnestly In- 
vited to consider these Inducements be- 
fore going elsewhere. 


CIVIC IDEALS. 


"Are we living up to our reputation as 


a city of culture and consecration to civio 
Ideals? Or are we living- on a reputa- 
tion gained, years UE;O? In other words, 
are we 'making good' the claims • we 
make for ourselves as possessing super- 
ior virtues over against other Califor- 
nia communities? 
1 'I have lived here now for nearly 


five years, and I am sorry to say Oak- 
land Is not what it was In 1901. It is 
bigger but It is not better. 
So much 


must be admitted by all fair-minded ob- 
servers. !Oakland is not a city of angels 
and is less so today than a few years 
ago'—these 
words • were 
written and 


printed In a local paper by one who has 
lived here for many years. He explains 
our moral decline by claiming it to be 
impossible for a city to expand Vlthout 
adding unto herself a certain proportion 
of undesirable elements.' 


GREAT FUTURE. 


"If evil is multiplying so rapidly In our 


fair city It is right that those of us 
who are set for the moral betterment of 
the community 'should call attention to 
the fact and point out the causes that 
contribute to our undoing. This is not 
the time to say 'Peace! Peace! when 
there Is no peace,' 
Growth at the ex- 


pense of conscience is too costly. 
We 


all*want to see the largest possible ex- 
pansion of Oakland and believe she has 
a great and glorious future, but we are 
determined by the help of God that she 
shall grow righteously as well as com- 
mercially. 
Silence now about our city's 


crimes is to betray her future bright with 
promise. 


RACING EVIL. 


"The 
gambling evil needs correction 


In Oakland. Eastern papers chronicle 
daily during the season the races run at 
Emeryville under the date line of Oak- 
land. "We are on the map for gamblers. 
Our own young men are made familiar 
with this curse of our times. The slot 
machines on our street corners make the 
beginning easy. The pools that are sold 
on tha races put temptation in the way 
of boys and men. It looks easy to get 


somethtngv-for nothing. Industry declined 
Idleness increases, 
extravagant habits 


are formed, losses are made, embezzle- 
ments and other forms of theft are re- 
sorted to and the end is ruin. The City 
Council should at least require all gam- 
bling to be done out of sight of .children 
and youth. 
The slot machines should 


go. The citizens should unite in a pro- 
test to the Legislature against the race 
track. Gambling should be made an la- 
sue In politics and men pledged -to sup- 
port anti-gambling legislation should be 
elected irrespective of party affiliation. 


LIMIT SALOONS. 


"The saloons should be limited In num- 


ber in Oakland. "When a city disposesses 
its own branch of the Public Library to 
make way for a saloon It Is high time 
to call a ..h^alt. When the number of sa- 
olons !n a city the size of. Oakland In- 
creases from 232 to 264 In less than five 
years It Is time to cry, 'Hold! Enough!* 
When the protest of 25 property owners 
Is Ignored entirely and a license granted 
on a much smaller petition Jt Is time 
to tell the people what Is being done. Cit- 
izens can never be attracted to a city 
of churches by the rapid multiplication 
of saloons. Southern California will con- 
tinue to attract desirable Inhabitants by 
very reason of her comparative freedom 
from open drinking places. 
The City 


Council should at once say there shall be 
no more than 250 saloons in Oakland and 
devise a plan of elimination—local op- 
tion preferred. Let each ward in the 
city say if there shall be saloons within 
its boundaries. 


CHEAP THEATER. 


"The cheap theater should be regulat- 


ed If not abolished. I agree with the 
editor of a San Francisco dally when he 
says: 'The cheap theaters are training 
criminals.' 
This sort 
of theater has 


great vogue in Oakland. 
Thousands at- 


tend the performances dally, Including 
Sunday. 
Crimes are exhibited on the 
stage in the way of play or picture which 
give the young an Impetus In that di- 
rection. I hold in hand a letter written 
by a man who says he overheard two 
boys commenting on pictures seen here 
In Oakland's cheap theaters. 
One said 


'If they had been on. the look-out and 
had killed the first two of the officers 
they would have got away.' The other 
said, 'I wish they had killed all the of- 
ficers.' Thus early In life these young 
men were brought to give aid and sym- 
pathy to train robbers. 
The editor I 


referred to above also said: 'Every such 
representation Is a public peril. It Is a 
center from which crime radlafes In all 
directions.' Surely the boys and girls of 
our city are worth more than the nickles 
and dimes they contribute to the maln- 
and dimes they contribute to the main- 
tenance 
of 
these 
pitfalls! 
Parents 


should restrain their children from at- 
tending all such places of amusement 
and some regulation of the things to be 
presented should toe attempted by the 
city authorities." 


DEFENDED 


Says Unions 
Are Only 


Following Example 


of Roosevelt, 


NEW YORK. Dec. IS.—In a. debate 


yesterday at the People's Forum in New 
Sochelle, Herbert N. Casson defended 
strikes and boycotts and said that thf? 
unions were only following the example 
of President Hoosevelt in his "big stick 
policy." 


'If 
any 
one 
can . produce . better 


weapons," he said, "let them coma for- 
ward. 


"The trades unions," he continued, 
have no Andy Hamilton to loo1^ out for 


their interests at Albany. 
"They hare no houses of mirth. They 
do not own the Senators from this State. 
They have no railroad passes to give to 
legislators. They cannot let their friends 
in on .the ground floor when the house is 
about to collapse. The only remedy they 
have Is the strike, and when men strike 
they grasp a blade without a handle, 
which cuts themselves as well as their 
opponents. 
The strike Is serious busi- 
ness. 
No labor union strikes just for 


fun."Opposed to Mr. Casson. defending the 
conservative side of the labor problem, 
was James A. Emery of California, sec- 
retary of the -Citizens' Industrial Asso- 
ciation of.America, the national organiza- 
tion of open shop employers. His argu- 
ment brought 
frequent 
applause. No 
sane man, he said, would deny tha right 
~" wprkingmen to strike, .provided they 
violated no contract. 
"There has not been a strike of any 
magnitude," he continued, "which has not 
been accompanied by violence. 
I have 
tiere the report of the commission ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt to in- 
vestigate the conditions in the anthracite 
regions of Pennsylvania, which Is ap- 
proved by John Mitchell himself. What 
does it show? Why, that 1180 cases of 
assault grew out or this strike. In Chi- 
cago 726 men were found guilty of vio-- 
lence In the teamsters' strike and paid 
$11,000 fines in the municipal courts. 
Point to me -where any union has pun- 
ished or expelled a member guilty of 
such lawlessness and then I will believe 
that the unions do not countenance vio- 
lence."
